The Steamship Old Dominion Breaks Its 


The Old Dominion steamship company’s 
steamship Old Dominion is drifting in a help- 
less condition about sixteen miles south of 
Absecom light tonight. At half-past 9 o’clock 
this morning its port shaft broke at the out- 
side journal, disabling the engines and leav- 
ing the vessel entirely at the mercy of wind 
and wave.

A BIG EXODUS FROM THE DOMINION 
SHOWN BY CENSUS FIGURES. _. 


Sensation Over the Fact That Its Popula- 
tion Has Increased but a Half Million 
in the Last Ten Years—Keduced Repre- 
sentation from Some of the Provinces in 
Parliament — Farther Irregularities of 
the Mercier Government Shown Up— 
Sales Effected by a Chicago Firm. 

Orrawa, Ont., Aug. 27.—[Special.]—The 
sensation of the day is the news that the census 

of 1891 shows an increase of less than half a 

million in the population of Canada in ten 

years. The percentage of increase is about 
equal to that of England and Wales, long 
settled and overcrowded countries which are 
constantly losing population by emigration. 
It is less than half the percentage of increase 
in the United States. It is less than the natural 
increase of the population. It is less than the 
increase which the official reports say 
has taken place by immigration, 
and it will probably be found when the de- 
tailed returns are given that the whole of this 
increase, so far as Ontario is concerned, has 
been in the cities and towns and that the rural 


stationary. This is what Sir Richard Cart- 
wright has been telling the government year 
after year. It is bad news for Canadians and 
is a crushing condemnation of the policy of 
Conservative leaders. They have governed 
Canada for the last ten years. They entered 
office loudly declaring that whatever their 
predecessors may have been they at least were 
not flies on the wheel. 

The conclusion to be drawn from the census 
figures is that there has been an enormous 
exodus of the young men of Canada. No 
doubt immigrants have come in, though not 
in such large numbers as the official reports 
show. No doubt there has been a large nat- 
ural increase in Quebec, perbaps as large 
comparatively as in any country in the world. 
There is no other way of accounting for the 
beggarly result of ten years than by acknowl- 
edging that Canadian young men have been 
going by hundreds of thousands to add to the 
population and strength of the neighboring 
republic. 

An important result of the census for which 
everybody has been looking is its effect upon 
the representation of the provinces in Parlia- 
ment. The census of 1881 made necessary an 
addition to the Ontario representation. This 
time the unit of representation, which is 
reached according to the Constitution by di- 
viding the population of Quebec by the num- 
ber of members allowed that province, is 
22,901. If the population of Ontario is divid- 
ed by the unit the result is exactly ninety-two, 
so that Ontario, according to the present 
count, is entitled to ninety-two members, 
precisely the representation of the province at 
present. Applying same unit to the other 
provinces a deplorable result is reached. New 
Brunswick, not having kept pace with the rest 
of the Dominion, must lose two members, and 
Nova Scotia and Prince Edward Island must 
lose one each. On the other hand, Manitoba 
is entitled to one more than it has at present.

Burrs, Mont., Aug. 27.—[Special.]—The 
proponent in the Davis Will case is having 
his innmg with experts. are giving tes- 
timony direetly opposite to: of the con- 
testauts. Edward Dickmson of Springfield, 
Mass., who has been connected with 
the paper-making business since 1852, 
gave a critical dissertation on 
the difference between eylinder and woven 
papers. The will, he said, was written on a 
cylinder-made paper, and no writing paper 
has been made that way since 1877. He 
thought no heat had been applied to the paper 
since it was manufactured. The dark spots 
on the will were not caused by coloring, 
-but may have been caused by soot. He 
thought water had been brought in contact 
with it. The appearance of age canpot be 
produced on paper so as to deceive a man of 
experience. It is not possible for the paper 
on which the will is written to. be a 
modern paper. Marshall D. Ewell of ‘South 
Evanston, III., a lawyer who had given atten- 
tion specially to microscopical work on writ- 
ing, testified he had discovered no evidences 
of carbonization. Examination by the 


glass showed the fibers of the 
paper intact. He thought the will 
Was on the paper before the 


water was applied to it. According to him the 
will is written with a logwood ink. It has the 
right color and would not spread 
as nygrocine ink would. He thought 
Sconce’s signature written with thesame ink as 
the will only there was less ink in his pen.

FATHER AND DAUGHTER FOUND DEAD. 


Mysterious Circumstances Surrounding the 
Demise of James and Alice Burns.

The Bremaker-Moore Paper Company 
Forced to Assign—Business Troubles. 

— The 
Bremaker-Moore Paper company made an 
assignment today to Albert S. Willis, and this 
was followed by individual assignments of 
John T. Moore, 8. E. Stark, and C.

The fundamental cause of 
the assignment was the recent failure of the 
Falls City Bank of which J. T. Moore was 
President. The climax came when suit was 
filed yesterday for $36,500 brought by the Bank 
of Louisville against the Bremaker, Moore 
Paper company on bills of exchange. 
The paper company deed was signed by 
John T. Moore, President, and S. E. 
Stark, Secretary. The grocery firm’s deed 
was signed by John T. Moore and C. Bremak- 
er. The Bremaket-Moore Paper company 
was one of the most prosperous manufacturing 
institutions until within a few years ago. The 
failure was not wholly brought about 
by the tompany being involved in ‘the 
Falls City Bank failure. The company manu- 
factures mostly fine goods, such as book and 
mercantile papers. It also makes newspaper 
ofa good quality. Several years ago it put in 
a plant to make paper from wood 
pulp. It continues to make paper from 
this wood, and when mixed with rags 
makes a fine quality of mews or book paper. 
However, the 8 has been so costly 
that it has hardly paid to operate the new 
process.

MR. HOWLAND'S RESIGNATION. 

Mr. George Howland as Superintendent of the 
schools of Chicago brings to an end a career 
of nearly thirty-four years, which time 
he has been identified with cause of educa- 
tion in this city as teacher, High School Prin- 
cipal, and Superintendent, Two years as 
teacher in the High School, twenty years as 
its Principal, and eleven years as Superintend- 
ent of all the schools is a record of continuous 
service in l work which is well-nigh un- 
paralleled. It is needless to pay any tribute 
to Mr. Howland for his twenty-two years of 
service in the High School. The best testi- 
monial to his success was his almost unani- 
mous élection, without his seeking the honor, 
to the arduous and responsible position of Su- 
perintendent of the schools. How well he has 
administered them their present satisfactory 
condition attests. Since he first took charge of 
them the number of school buildings, pupils, 
and teachers has increased enormously, so rap- 
idly indeed that it has been found difficult to 

eep pace with the accommodations necessary 
to comfortably house thearmy of chil dren seek- 
ing the means of education. During this period 
also new methods of teaching, discipline, and 
government have been advanced, but it is to 
Mr. Howland’s credit that the schools have 
not retrograded. For whatever standard of 
efficiency they have reached he and his able 
corps of assistant superintendents are entitled 
to a cordial meed of praise and gratitude. He 
has had many obstacles in his way, but it 
speaks well for his abilities as an educator, as 
well as for his henesty as a man and his frank- 
ness iu stating his convictions, that successive 
boards of varying personal and political com- 
plexion never have hesitated to sustain him in 
his position and to indorse his suggestions. 
He now retires with the good wishes of all con- 
cerned, who will hope also that travel and rest 
may benetit his impaired health. . 

Mr. Howland’s sudden resignation now 
throws.an important responsibility upon the 


the 8th of September and at the first meeting 
of the board before the opening, Wednesday 
next, it must choose his successor, so that the 
schools may begin their new year in regular 
form and with a capable Superintendent at 
the helm. Fortunately there is no lack of 
candidates from whom to select such a per- 
son. It speaks well for the educational su- 
periority of Chicago that already nearly a 
dozen have been named from whom a selec- 
tion might be made, among them Albert G. 
Lane, the efficient County Superintendent; 


‘| Capt. Albert R. Sabin, who has had nearly 


thirty years’ experience in school work in this 
city and county; Assistant Superintendents 
Lewis, Hannan, Delano, and Mrs. Young; A. 
F. Nightingale, ex-Superintendent of the 
Lake View schools; Principais O. T. Bright 
and Alfred Kirk; and Col, Parker of the Coun- 
ty Normal School. All of these candidates 
possess more or less decided qualifications for 
the place. At present Mr. Lane seems to be 
the favorite with the members of the board 
and prospects are good that he will be elected, 


Should such be the case Chicago will have an 
admirable Superintendent of its schools 
as Mr. Howland’s successor. He is 
a thorough Chicagoan in his sympa- 
thies and ambitions. He has had 
long and remarkably successful experience as 
the Superintendent of the County Schools. 
The esteem in which the people of Chicago 
hold him was shown by the overwhelming 
majority he received at the last election. 
He is not only an expert in pedagogies and 
educational administration, but is also a 
first-class business man—a qualification 
which it is no discredit to Mr. Howland 
to say he did not possess. Should he be 
elected, therefore, there need be no fear 
that the interests of the schools will suffer. 
Should he not be elected there is excellent 
material left from which to make a choice, so 
that Mr. Howland’s retirement will not retard 
orin any way injuriously affect the condition 
of our public schools. When the important 
duty of electing a Superintendent is accom- 
plished, would it not be well for the board to 
take the necessary preliminary steps towards 
a consolidation of the city and county schools, 
and thus bring them all under the same man- 
agement?

BRITISH CROP DAMAGE. 

The news that English grain crops have been 
badly damaged by storms,so much 80 as to 
completely ruin the harvest prospects over 
large areas, was differently interpreted in 
local grain circles. There wasa disposition 
to regard it as much exaggerated. The 
statements that it has rained continuously 
in France for some weeks and that the grain 
fields in England are badly flooded may be 
true, and yet not warrant much additional 
excitement here, the markets having already 
had their ups and. downs, because of reports 
of crop shortage in Europe, the extent of 
which is not known, and about which the 
widest diversity of opinion exists. 

Some recent estimates, professing to be 
based upon figures which are as near to be- 
ing official as any that are procurable, make 
it out that the European deficiency in wheat 
and rye is not greater than can be filled by 
the export of 200,000,000 bushels from the 
United States, one-third of that quantity from 
Russia, and 30,000,000 from Canada. Beer. 
bohm is quoted as estimating that the land of 
the Czar will be able to export 64,000,000 
bushels of wheat, and attention is called to 
the fact that the export of this cereal has not 
deen forbidden by the government. If the 
supply as estimated up to a few days ago be 
so nearly equal to the requirements, the re- 
duction of a few millions by frosts in our 
Northwest and floods in England and France 
will not necessarily warrant much of a flurry 
in grain eircles, and for the reason 
that the deficit so caused could easily be 
made amends for by the greater economy to 
which many Old World bread-eaters would 
bave to submit in the event of an important 
rise in prices, In addition to this there is the 
important fact that the export possibilities of 
India cannot be measured in advance of the 
next crop, which will be harvested about the 
time of midwinter with us. The prospect of 
a big demand may stimulate to a great in- 
crease in wheat culture there, and to the ex- 
port of a much larger percentage than usual, 
as many of the bread-eaters in India can read- 
ily fall back on rice and other foodstuffs to 
which they were accustomed up to a few years 
ago. 

The calamity writers have carefully omitted 
all mention of this fact, and also of the im- 
possibility of estimating with any hope of ap- 
proach to accuracy how much the consump- 
tion in the principal bread-eating countries of 
Europe could be reduced by materially higher 
prices: Perhaps with many of them it could 
be lessened one-third, with others a quarter, 
and with the rest a sufficient percen to 
leave a moderate surplus, the sight of ‘which 
would effectually knock down quotations from 
a very high point if they be put there by the 
or country.

THE MOLE ST. NICOLAS AFFAIR. 

Mr. Frederick Douglass, late Minister to 
Hayti, has communicated to the North Amer- 
ican Review the inside history of the failure 
of the negotiations between this government 
and Hayti for the possession of the Mole St. 
Nicolas. It 1s but one side of the story, of 
course, but it is none the less interesting for 
that—first, as a vindication of his action in 
resigning, and, second, as showing that some 
one has blundered badly. The responsibility 
for the failure he places upon the shoulders of 
Admiral Gherardi, and that gentleman now 
may be expected to furnish the public with 
his version. At the same time, if Mr. Doug- 
lass has stated his side of the case correctly, 
no one will question that he could take any 
other course than to resign his post. 

The fundamental charge made against Mr. 
Douglass is that he wasted a whole year in 
fruitless negotiations for a coaling station at 
the Mole St. Nicolas and allowed favorable 
opportunities for obtaining it to pass unim- 
proved, so that it was necessary for the gov- 
ernment to take the matter out of his hands 
and send Admiral Gherardi as a special com- 
missioner to negotiate for the Mole. This 
charge he declares does not contajn one word 
of truth. He affirms that at no time during 
the first year of his residence thete was he 
charged with the duty or investe@ with any 
authority to conduct such negotiations. Mr. 
Douglass’ first notification~ came from 
Admiral Gherardi himself, who,invited him 
on board his flagship Jan. 26, 18%, and in- 
formed him that he (Gherardi), had been 
appointed a special commissioner, that his. 
mission was to obtain a naval station at the 
Mole, and that it was the wish of the govern- 
ment he (Douglass), should codperate in the 
work. If this de a correct statement of the 
situation it is not remarkable that Mr. 
Douglass was disgruntled at finding himself 
placed in a subordinate position and com- 
pelled to receive. instructions from a newly 
constituted superior, which should have come 
to him first hand. His first impulse was to 
resign, but upon second thought he decided, 
as no charges had been brought against him, 
that it would be better for him to codperate 
with the Admiral, whieh he did, leaving the 
latter to take the responsibility. 

Mr. Douglass’ first act was to secure an in- 
terview between the Admiral and Mr. Firmin, 
the Haytian Minister of Foreign Affairs. At 
that interview, he claims, the Admiral seri- 
ously blundered in demanding the concession 
of the coaling station as a right due to this 
country for assistance rendered Hippolyte dur- 
ing the revolution. Mr. Douglass himself 
asked for the concession on the broader 
ground that it was in the line of good neigh- 
borhood and advanced civilization and in 
every way consistent with the autonomy of 
Hayti.“ But, according to Mr. Douglass, his 
own appeal had no effect, because the Admiral 
had aroused the disgust and temper of both 
Firmin and Hippolyte, and thus the whole 
matter fell through. 

Such is Mr. Douglass’ version of this nota- 
ble event. As wa have said, it is but one side 
of the story, and Admiral Gherardi is yet to 
be heard from, but that either the Admiral, 
Mr. Douglass, or some one in Washington 
badly blundered is apparent: 


PRESIDENT HARRISON AND FREE COIN- 
AGE OF SILVER. ‘ 

When President Harrison was at Albany 
week before last he said, speaking of the sil- 
ver question: 

I do believe the General Government is solemn- 
ly charged with the duty of seeing that the money 
issued by it is always and everywhere maintained 
at par. I believe that I speak that which is the 
common thought of us all when I say that every 
dollar, whether paper or coin, issued or stamped 
by the General Government should always and 
everywhere be as good as any other dollar. 

Iam sure we would all shun that condition of 
things into which many peoples of the past have 
drifted and of which we have hed in one of the 
great South American countries a recent example, 
the distressed and hopeless condition into which 
all business enterprises fall when a nation issues 
an irredeemable or depreciated money. The ne- 
cessities of a great war can excuse that. I am 
one of those that believe that these men from 
your shops, these farmers remote from money 
centers, have the largest interest of all people in 
the world in havingadollar that is worth 100 
cents every day in the year, and only such. 

Certain Democratic papers are asserting 
now that, notwithstanding these utterances of 
the President, he is in favor of the plan out- 
lined in the Pennsylvania Republican plat- 
form, which reads thus: 3 


We favor bimetallism so regulated as to allow 
free coinage of ali the gold and silver produced 
from American mines, and so guarded by tariff 
duties as to protect our country and its currency 
from the debasement which will surely follow if 
this Nation is made the dumping ground for the 
silver of the worid. 


The only authority for the above assertion 
about the President is the statement of some 
anohymous correspondent. Until the Presi- 
dent himself confirms it, it is safe to say that 
it is untrue, and that he does not believe “the 
Pennsylvania program can be adopted with- 
out degrading the standard,” nor is “his 
faith in tariffs such that he may readily be 
brought to favor this scheme.” 

Mr. Harrison is quite able to see the impos- 
sibility of keeping silver ata par with gold 
and preventing the latter metal from leaving 
the country if provision weré made for the 
free coinage of all the silver produced in this 
country. If the silver mine-owners of the 
United States were able to take to the mint 
87134 grains of silver witha selling value in 
the world’s market uf 76 cents and get in ex- 
change therefor a silver dollar, the purchasing 
power of which was equal toa gold one, it 
would be equivalent to the payment of a 
bounty of 31 cents an ounce, or 30 per 
cent on the present selling value. The 
necessary effect of such a bounty would 
be to increase greatly the production of 
American silver. The ores which are not 
worth handling now because the silver from 
them would not pay the cost of production 
would become profitable at once. Mines 
which do not pay now, because it takes a dol- 
lar’s worth of work tœan ounce of silver, would 
be opened. How much the output of Ameri- 
can silver would be increased by the 30 per 
cent bounty isa question which those who 
know the mining districts of the West may be 
able to answer with some approach to accura- 
cy. It is certain, however, that it would in- 
crease greatly the quantity of silver produced. 

It is eaually certain that it would be im pos- 
sible to maintain the parity of gold and silver 
if the quantity of the latter added to the cir- 
culation were increased disproportionately. 
That is as plain to the Presiden t as to any one 

else. He knows that the free coinage of for- 
eign and American silver would be im- 
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be true, the war is substantially over and the 
Congressional party will have % make the 
best terms it can with the government. 

By this signal defeat the dictator, Balma- 
ceda, will strengthen himself in power, and if 
he be so disposed he will continue to use that 
power for his own selfish purposes as he has 
done in the past, for political aggrandizement 


on the one hand and personal enrichment on 
the other. To the Congressional party it 


means the overthrow of popular government, 
for the cause which it had espoused was fhat 
of the right of the people to govern them- 
selves and to save the functions of the Con- 
gress which he had usurped. Though ene- 
mies of the established government, their 
cause wasone which has enlisted popular 
sympathy, and the news of their defeat will be 
received with regret, 


It is matter for congratulation, however, 


that the bloody business is over. The long 
protracted revolution has unsettled the coun- 
try both politicully and commercially. It will 
take a long time for it to recover, and it may 
even now be uncertain whether resistance 
may not break out again as soon as the insur- 
gents have had an opportunity to recoup 
themselves, though the blow is a crushing one. 
Should stich be the case there can be but little 
hope for their ultimate success. Their main 
strength has been in their navy, but before 
long Baimaceda will be in possession of two 
or three of the swiftest and strongest vessels 
afloat, which will play havoc with the Junta’s 
@avy when once they encounter it. The only 


‘Rope in the situation is that the long war, the 


government’s heavy losses, the unsettled con- 
dition of the ¢ountry, and the unmistakable 
Sympathy of the world with the insurgents 
may induce Balmaceda to mitigate the abuses 
of his dictatorship, and thus avoid the inter- 
ference of outside powers, which will be sure 
to happen should the war be renewed. Con- 
ciliation is now his safest policy. 


AN ERRONEOUS EXPLANATION OF RECI- 
PROCITY. 

A mugwump paper of this city quotes the 
following definition of reciprocity by Maj. 
McKinley: N 

It is a provision which in no way encroaches 
upon the protective principle nor can in any way 
destroy or undermine our defensive or protective 
tariffs. 

Then it proceeds with the following curious- 
ly infelicitous explanation of its own: 

Countries that produce sugar, molasses, tea, 
and hides can enter them free ofduty. A country 
exporting such products is obviously an agricult- 
ural country. The presumption is that such a 
country can afford to admit our agricultural 
products free and that little or none of them will 
even then be imported. But these countries need 
machinery and manufactured wares, and these 
they must import. 

Thus the effect of this sort of reciprocity will be, 
in general terms, the importation of foreign 
cultural products to compete with our own agri- 
cultural products in our home markets; the non- 
importation of our own agricultural products; 
the exportatiog of our manufactured products. 
It appears, then, that a market is created for our 
already i and trusted manufact- 
uring industries, and that this market is created 
by removing protection from our agricultural in- 
dustries. In other and stronger terms it may be 
said that our agricultural industries are sacrificed 
to secure a market for our already overprotec 
manufacturing industries. | 

The first presumption is that sugar and 
molasses-producing countries, such as Cuba 
and Brazil for instance, will consume little or 
none of the agricultural products of the 
United States, Among those products wheat, 
flour, pork, and lard are reckoned generally. 
Ot wheat and wheat flour Brazil takes $5,000,- 
000 worth annually. That can hardly be 
called little or none.“ Cuba is known also 
to be a large consumer of American bread- 
stuffs. It ought to be known that Latin- 
America produces no animal fats and there- 
fore purchases large quantities of them from 
this country, That the former will increa@sc 
enormously its consumption of them, and of 
American, breadstuffs when the heavy duties 
on them. have been removed, is admitted by 
all who are not attacking reciprocity for 
political reasons. The effect produced on 
English cbnsumption by the repeal of the corn 
laws ought to be familiar to those who are so 
fond of quoting England as an example and 
guiding their lives by English precedents. 

The second presumption is that foreign ag- 
ricultural products will be imported “to 
compete with our own agricultural products 
in our home markets.“ This assertion is im- 
perfect, in that it is not stated what these 
competing agricultural products will be. Are 
they corn, wheat, rye, oats, beef, pork, hams, 
bacon, and lard? But there are still duties 
which will prevent their coming in in the fut- 
ure as much as they have prevented it in the 
past. Are they rubber,. dye stuffs, tropical 
fruits, and woods? These compete with no 
American agricultural products, for the United 
States produces nothing which will answer 
their purpose. Therefore there is not one of 
the agricultural interests of this country which 
ean be harmed in the slightest degree by rec- 
iprocity. 

The third presumption is that a market is 
created for manufacturing mdustries by re- 
moving protection from -agricultural ones. 
The first half of this is true. A new market 
is created for manufacturers, but not at the 
expense of the farmers. They, too, are bene- 
ficiaries of the Reciprocity policy, for it pro- 
vides new markets for their principal prod- 
ucts, and they are also incidentally benefited 
by the fact that as the market of the home 
manufacturer is enlarged, and he is enabled 
to carry on production more economically and 
efficiently, he can sell more cheaply to home 
consumers. 

Thus it is that reciprocity helps all, and does 
it without harming any one. It is an exchange 
of benefits between all the people of the 
United States and of Latin-American coun- 
tries. But for the fact that Mr. Blaine and

He Prayed That God Would Give Him Just 
One More Chance. 

Antwerp, Aug. 27.—Capt. Andrews of the 
dory Mermaid, which sailed from Boston some 
time ago on a transatlantic race with the dory 
Sea Serpent, has arrived here on the steamer 
Elbrus. He became exhausted in midocean, 
and when opportunity offered abandoned the 
race, The Sea Serpent has already reached 
the English coast. 

Capt. Andrews said he had good weather 
until thirty-five days out of Boston, when a 
storm compelled him to reef his sails and al- 
low his boat to go before the wind. The Mer- 
maid advanced very slowly. Aug. 16 a wave 
filled the Mermaid with seven inches of water. 
The same day he met the steamer Stag from 
Shields, and profited by a lull to empty his 
boat of the water and put everything in order. 
The next day the tempest broke out with re- 
newed violence. A wave capsized the boat 
and Capt. Andrews, who was in the cabin, 
thought he was lost. He prayed to God for 
the sake of my family give me another chance 
and I shall stop this business. He managed 
to opemthe hatch and swimming around the 
vessel climbed upon the keel. 

There he clung by a rope for half an hour, 
when the vessel was righted, but éverything 
had been lost. He closed himself in the cabin, 
lighted the lamp to warm his hands, and re- 
mained the whole night dripping wet. He 
passed two days and nights in the same way, 
and then by laborious work put things in 
passable order. He saw a shark following 
and harpooned it in the eye. The storm con- 
tinued all this time. The lamp oi! was also 
now exhausted, and being too fatigued to keep 
watch he lay on the bottom of boat for 


Saturday, Aug. 22, the water was all gone.

onshe horizon, ahd two hours afterward he 
found himself on board the steamer Elbruz.

SALOON NKEEPERS WIN THE FIGHT, 


Judicial Arbitrators Decide Against Au- 
rora’s Mayor in the License Case, 

The amendatory license ordinance purport- 
ing to have been passed by the City Council 
of Aurora June 19 last, increasing the license 
fee from $500 to $1,000, was yesterday declared 
invalid and the saloonkeepers were held to be 
entitled to a license for 8500 for one year from 
June 15 last. 

After a change in the fee was made a con- 
troversy arose between the City of Aurora and 
the saloonkeepers as to what amount should 
be paid for licenses and as to the validity of 
the amendatory ordinance. It was agreed to 
submit the questions to Judge George W. 
Brown of Wheaton, Judge C. A. Bishop of 
Sycamore, and D, J. Carney of Sycamore for 
arbitration, and to abide by their final decis- 
ion, which was given yesterday. 

This ordinance was introduced in the City 
Council June 19 and received the votes of 
seven Aldermen, six not voting and one being 
absent. Thereupon the Mayor declared that 
the ordinance had failed to pass for want of 
the statutory majority, when a motion to re- 
consider prevailed. On a second vote seven 
Aldermen deciared for, one against, and five 
refused to vote, The Mayor withheld his 
— so as to consult with the City Attor- 


ney. 

At the next meeting the five Aldermen vig 
had before refused to vote demanded to be 
recorded as voting nay. The Mayor ruled 
against them and declared the ordinance 
passed, counting the silent Aldermen as 
affirmative voters. 

In their decision the arbitrators say: 

A literal constraction of our statute would re- 

uire the votes of eight members of the City 
Conncil of Aurora — by yeas and nays to pass 
the ordinanée in question. If the refusal of the 
five aldermen to vote should of itself be taken as 
a concurren¢e in the action of the ma ority vot- 
ing, then they had the right to have their votes 
recorded nay' as they demanded at the meeting 
of June 22, and thus rebut presumption that 
might arise as a matter of law that they uiesced 
or concurred in the action of the seven 
voting for the adoption of the ordinance. 

The city having the authority under the police 
powers vested in it by. the State and its own ordi- 
nance to revoke any license, —_ when granted,

A Right of Way to Jackson Park on Sixty- 
seventh Street Offered for $100,000.

This, it 
was decided, was too much and the Exposi- 
tion management ch its plans and made 
provision for a railroad entrance at the Mid- 
way Plaisance, as the tracks would run along 
Stony Island avenue to Sixty-seventh street, 
thus closing up the entire east side of the 
park. The property-owners did not approve 
of it, it is claimed, and after thinking over the 
matter six weeks they sent in a proposition to 
the Grounds and Building committee yester- 
day offering to give the formerly desired 
ht of way for $100,000. The committee 
refused the offer. Members of the eommittee 
declared that the price was still too high and 
announced: that they had a way of getting out 
of the park that would not cost a cent. 


Thinks It Has Done Enough.

When the quarrels between a few indiviaua 
members of turning sovieties in Chicago com- 
menced some years ago members were in- 
clined to belittle the matter and laughed 
down those who predicted a splitin the na- 
tional organization, the Nord Amerikanische 
Turnerbund. Since the Chicago Turnge- 
meinde, the oldest and largest society in Chi- 
cago, wag expelled from the organization by 
the Executive committee o the Chi- 
cago District the matter has assumed 
a more serious aspect and now the 
split become an accomplished 
fact. The Turngemeinde is no longer the only 
society in Chicago outside of the national or- 
ganization. At their last meeting two other 
societies adopted resolutions placing them 
outside of the organization. ese are the 
Central on the West Side and the Germania 
on the South Side.

the quarrels which bogan four years ago over 
the anarchist question, and recite at some 
length the circumstances of the trial of the 
Turngemeinde before the District Board, at 
which a man presided who was himself under 
charges involving issues similar to those for 
which the accused society was to be tried. 

„We see in these actions, the resolutions 
say, shameless and infamous as they are, the 
execution of a plan that has long become ap- 
parent—namely: to attract the lawless ele- 
ment and to supplant the genuine turner-like, 
reasonably progressive efforts of the Turner- 
bund by orute force and to make way for re- 
actionary chaos. We recognize this with an 
undeniable teeling of shame at our blindness 
which some years ago led us to believe that 
the Bund would be the — -by our conces- 
sions. But, being unwi 2 to longer dear 
the responsibility for all these infamies, 
we hereby declare our withdrawal from the 
Bund as a proof of our esteem for the Chicago 
Turngemeinde, as an expression of detestation 
of the conduct of our District Board, from 
considerations of self-esteem, and for the pro- 
tection of our members who are true to their 
country and to the Bund ; also as anexpression 
of esteem for the North American Turner- 
bund and its lofty, ideal aims.“

PRESIDENT MILLER’S INGENIOUS COM- 
MENTS ON THE SITUATION, 


American Railways compelled Either to 
Reduce Through Rates or Pay Subsi- 
dies to Foreign Corporations—The West- 
ern Traffic Association Cannot Cure the 
Evils It Has to Deal With—Important 
Consultation Today Over the New Illi- 
nois Central Depot—OtherRailway News. 


The annual report of the Chicago, Milwau- 
‘kee and St. Paul for the fiscal year ending 
June 30,1891, has just been issued. A de- 
tailed statement of earnings and expenses of 
the company was published in Tux Trisune a 
short time ago. The net earnings for the 
year. amounted to $9,471,931, while the bal- 
ance above fixed charges was $2,234,680. Out 
of this balance 34¢ per cent dividend on pre- 
ferred stock, amounting to $767,756, was de- 
clared, payable ia April, 1891. The company 
owned and operated at the end of the fiscal 
year 5,721.40 miles of main track. 

Considerable attention is given in the re- 
port to the acquirement by the Milwaukee and 
St. Paul by purchase of the capital stock of 
the Milwaukee and Northern. For this pur- 
chase the Milwaukee and St. Paul has issued 
61.583 shares of its common stock for 61,5824¢ 
‘shares of the capital stock of the Milwaukee 
and Northern. The lines of road included in 
this purchase have been merged into the Mil- 

_ waukee and Northern, and are subject to an 
issue of first mortgage bonds of that company 
at the rate of $17,000 per mile, bearing interest 
at the rate of 6 per cent per annum. There 
is no other incumbrance on the property. 
It is operated in connection with the lines of 
the Milwaukee and St. Paul, but the revenue 
and expense accounts are kept separate and 
distinct, and the division of joint rates is 
made upon the basis prescribed by a contract 
in force at the time of purchase. The net 
earnings of the Milwaukee and Northern for 
the year ending June 30, 1891, were $619,802, 
from which the — Milwaukee and St.

1 — of rates will not relieve American 
railways from the disastrous effects of the com- 
petition of foreign railways, for legislation has 
tied up American railways and leaves foreign 
railways free to carry off their traffic. American 
railways are compelled either to reduce through 
rates, under penalty of probably reducing inter- 
mediate rates or pay subsidies to foreign railways 
or lose the traffic. Maintenance of rates will not 
cure the evil effects of the unremitti orts of 
State authorities to reduce local tariffs. 

In view of these conditions it is not surprising 
that the efforts made by railway managements to 
maintain rates have not been fully successful, but 
that they should have even a moderate or spas- 
modic success is surprising, when all the condi- 
tions have been adverse. 

Daring the last year efforts to infprove the gen - 
eral situation gave rise to the Western Traffic 
Association, which has this feature that especially 
distinguishes.it from r associations—that

be expe¢ted that any association of so strong com- 
petitive elements should at once cure all the evils 
it has to deal with, It should be ju by gen- 
eral results, after fair and patient trial. Certainly 
this association, notwithstanding the fact that 
the codveration of all lines has not been secured. 
has been of valuable service to railway interests 
in bringing. for the first time, into the determina- 
tion of questions arising batween competing lines 
the highest re ntatives of the companies, as 

a permanent Board of Control: in terminating 

the demoralization which existed when the asso- 
ciation was formed; and in since 4 
hasty and needless reduction of rates. It is with 
railways as with individuals—absolute inde- 
pendence of action is impossible. The railway sys- 
tems are so interwoven that the policy of each is 
subject to the dictahon of its competitors; and 
more so when each assumes to act independently 
than when all are restrained by association. 


Says They’re Not Watered. 


lt is often asserted that present rates would be 
suflicient to meet all needs if the companies were 
not overcapitalized, but it can hardly be demon- 
stra that the principal lines of railway in the 
West are overcapitalized, or even that their capi- 
talization represents as much as the present value 
of their physical property. It is not material 
whether the present owners have paid dollar for 
dollar for their interest in the railways, for the 
history of railways in the West shows that more 
actual money has been put into them than is now 
represen in their capitalization. If in some 
cases individuals have taken out more than they 
have put in, in more cases other individuals have 
2 buried ail they have pat in. This has 
resulted from the anticipation of the needs of the 
country, for which the public is asanuch responsi- 
ble as investors, and from which the public has 
reaped the principal benefit. The development 
of the country has been hastened, and the farmer 
finds that land for which he paid S per acre is 
now wo use there is a railway to haul 
his products to market, while the owner of rail- 
wa finds it a constant struggle to save 
his original investment. 

The principal lines of railway in the West con- 
not be daplicated for their present capitalization. 
This is the material point. There seems to be no 
good reason why the owners of a railway which it 
would cost more than its present capitalization 
to duplicate, should be deprived of the right to a 
fair return on the value of its physical property, 
any more in the case of railway property than in 
the case of „or farms, or factories, or news- 
papers, or any other property; nor should owners 
of railway property be ied all benefit from ap- 
preciation of value, while owners of other forms 
of property have the benefit of än appreciation to 
which railways have contributed no small part. 


Increase in Wages, 


A constant pressure has resulted in a consider- 
able advance in wages, without a corresponding 
ncrease in net revenue. It is impossible that a 
liberal standard of wages can long be maintained,

“The proper 
way to accomplish this is to make the shares of 
the companies a safe and sure investment, so that 
they can raise money by sale of shares instead of 
sale of bonds. While it is a proper subject for the 
care of Legislatures and courts that such increase 
of capital shall be represented by additional pro 
erty and facilities, it is vital that equal care shall 
be taken that the revenues of the companies shall 
protect the increased capitalization, and prevent 
the disaster that will surely result from expendi- 
ture that cannot be made remunerative. It is an 
impossibility that increased capitalization shall 
represent only actual additions to property if its 
rates and revenues do not enable a company to 
place its bonds and stock at par. 

The necessity for more and better facilities and 
ahigher standard of railway property should 
therefore produce an enlightened and liberal 
view as to rates of transportation and the regula- 
tion of railways, for upon them depends the ful- 
fillment of the public needs.

Eastern Tllinois Doing Well. 

The Boston Herald says: The operations 
of the Chicago and Eastern Illinois for the 
fiscal year ending June 30 form a highly grati- 
fying exhibit when compared with the returns 
for the previous twelve months. The ac- 
counts show all charges and the 6 per cent 
preferred dividend earned, and about 64¢ per 
cent on the common stock, against a trifle less 
than 5 per cent earned on the preferred stock 
in 1889.90. It is inside expectations that the 
gross a this fiscal year will reach 
84.000.000. e operating expenses in 1890.91 
were less than 52 per cent, taxes included. 
Should they reach 55 per cent $4,000,000 gross 
would give $1,800,000 net, and 52 per cent 
would give $1,920,000. Call charges $1,000,000 
and $920,000 would remain, or $630,150 above 
the preferred dividends, or over 10 per cent 
on the $6,197,800 common stock. This is pre- 
dicted upon an increase of earnings to 
$4,000,000. which is not improbable, and oper- 
ating expenses and charges as assumed. A 
little new mileage will enter the problem this 
year.

He Makes a Remarkable Offer to the Chi- 
cago and Alton for the Building of 
“ Feeders ” if That Read Will Only Ad- 
vance Enough to Commence Construc- 
tion—Will Operate the System at Cost

It is not often that railroads are regarded 
as friends of the farmers. In fact big corpo- 
rations are usually regarded as soulless and 
devoted more to making money for the officials 
than to aiding the material prosperity of their 
patrons. Whether this opinion is the truth or 
merely a popular error remains to be seen. 

It all denends on the officials of the Chicago 
and Alton railroad. The Alton has been 
having a littleefun all by itself by cutting rates 
out in the “granger’’ districts of Missouri, 
Kansas, and Nebraska. Whether or not the 
cut in rates was prompted by a philanthropic

feeling and a noble desire on the part of the 
railroad officials to ameliorate the condition 
of the down-trodden masses is an open ques- 
tion. But some people seem to think it was. 
George A. Mulzer of East St. Louis ig one of 
these, and his gratitude is boundless. He 
feels that the Chicago and Alton railroad of- 
ficials are deserving of the greatest good, 
and so he has kindly evolved a plan by which 
the railroad officials, and incidentally himself. 


lives. 

This plan is the construction of a system of 
narrow-gauge roads extending from St. Louis 
to New Orleans, Albuquerque. N. M., and the 
farming lands of Kansas, Nebraska, Colorado, 
and nearly all the Western States. This sys- 
tem is to be known as the Farmers’ Railroad 
of Missouri and the Southwest. 

But it takes cash, and much of it, to build 
railroads. Mr. Mulzer evidently is not pre- 
pared to advance all the cash necessary, and 
so he kindly offers to let the Chicago and Al- 
ton road advance enough to commence the 
work of construct on. The remainder is to be 
raised by selling shares of stock to farmers 
and by disposing of land along the railroad 
right of way. 

Mr. Mulzer has worked out his plan almost 
to the must minute details. He has figured 
out the cost of construction, the cost of opera- 
tion, and of repair. Then, after adding a 
sinall profit, he has figured out the cost of 
transportation of freight per ton tor every 100 
miles. But Mr. Mulzer is of a mathematical 
turn of mind, and his figuring did not stop 
here. Knowing and cost of transportation on 
cereals and lumber he has figu out a most 
flattering state of things for the lumberman 
and the farmer. 


Mr. Mulzer’s Modest Request. 


For fear that there should be any slip in the 
proceedings Mr. Mulzer offers to make the 

roposed system a feeder solely for the 

hicago and Alton road. By this offer he 
hopes to clinch the matter. To commence, 
work on the road Mr. Mulzer only wants the 
railroad officials to advance ,000. The 
money is the thing required. The terms and 
rate of interest the railroad officials can fix to 
suit themselves, 

Mr. Mulzer’s letter to the officials of the 
railroad is beautiful in its simplhecity. It is 
simply dated East St. Louis and is written in 
pencil on paper of various kinds and from 
which the business heading has been cut. The 
following is a copy: 

East Sr. Louis, III., Aug. 22.—President and 
Directors Chicago and Alton Railroad Gentle- 
men: Will you assist the Farmers' railroad of 
Missouri and the Southwest to be built as feeders 
to your lines, as per inclosed circular, by furnish. 
ing about $1,000 per mile in rails, bridges, locomo- 
tives, etc., for the first 200 miles on a first mort- 
gage at whatever interest you can afford? 

he locomotives are to be ten or twelve wheeled, 
with four pairs of drivers, the wheels and drivers 
of locomotives carrying no more weight than the 
wheels of loaded five-ton box cars—about one ton 
per wheel. 

Also will you subscribe to the cash bonus of $100 
per mile for which construction shares are issued, 
making a profit of 150 per cent in construction 
sbares; that is, for a $200 bonus you receive $500 
worth of construction shares bearing 7% per cent 
interest.

Thus it will be seen that Mr. Mulzer is a 
modest man. The advancement of $200,000 
for construction purposes and of a cash bonus 
of $100 per mile, presumably for the entire 
system, which is to be thousands of miles long, 
is a simple thing. It is a daily habit with 
railroad officials to makesuch small advances. 
But Mr. Mulzer is also a thoughtful man. To 
save trouble for the railroad officials he care- 
fully wrote outa circular, so that the only 
thing left to do is to have it printed and sent 
broadcast throughout the land. In these cir- 
culars Mr. Mulzer estimates the cost of every- 
thing and shows conclusively how great a 
boon the new system would prove to the 
farmers and to the railroad people. He de- 
cides on the officials and the method of their 
election, and arranges the terms on which the 
contractors shall go to work and how the 
bonds shall be given. The location of sta- 
tions is also arranged for, this being turned into 
another source of revenue. Construction ap- 
paratus is too provided for, and all the usual 
worry and work incident to the organization 
of a new railroad system is obviated. A map 
accom panied the circular showing the places 
to be touched by the new line. 


Mr. Mulzer as a Public Benefactor. 


By this circular it is shown what a public 
benefactor Mr. Mulzer proposes to be. Pas- 
sengers will be carried at a rate as low as one 
half cent per mile, while freight will be 
transported at cost. Where the profits come 
in is something of a mystery, though that 
there will be a profit is a sure thing, as Mr. 
Mulzer has arranged to pay the contractor $5 
a day and a dividend, and the dividend or- 
tainly could not be paid without some profit 
to take it from. Whether the dividend would 
be big enough to allow of a deduction, as pro- 
vided, of 5 per cent of the road repairs and 5 
per cent of the damage to freight is another 
img But the profit must be there, because 
Mr. Mulzer has figured on it as an essential 
thing, and it can easily-be seen that Mr. Mul- 
zer is good at tres. 

But the original circular was not enough 
for Mr. Mulzer and so he prepared a supple- 
ment. In its ideas the supplement is as origi- 
nal as the original circular.” It is a queer 
combination of railroad building. banking, 
and the real-estate business. It is signed by 
Mr. Mulzer as Manager, so it is evident 
that Mr. Mulzer in his other figuring has 
figured out a place for himself.

FREE AND EASY DIVORCE. 


The Idea of Making Marriage Terminate 
at Pleasure Not New. 

New York World: There 1s an elaborate 
article in the current number of the Fortnight- 
ly Review on the necessity of getting rid of 
ecclesiastical prepossessions in dealing with 
the marriage question. The writer argues, 
with considerable ingenuity, against the ac- 
ceptance of what is known as the Christian 
view of divorce, and imsists that when the 
matrimonial union has for any reason be- 
come intolerable to either or both of the 
parties to it, by that very fact it is dissolved. 

The idea of making marriage an experiment 
terminable at pleasure is not a new one. But 
it involves consequences usually lost sight of 
by the pleaders for easy divorce laws. Take 
the case of that much-married — 9 0 man 
who was drowned the other day. is first 
wife ran away with a more attractive man, 
albeit a tailor, who had also a wife of his own. 
The dese husband and the deserted wife 
each got adivorce and both married again. 
The latter married the foreman whom she had 
put in control of her faithless husband’s busi- 
ness, and the union has had at least the happi- 
ness of being devoid of incident. Not so that 
of the deserted husband. He married a widow 
who left. his bed and board after a few years 
and obtained a divorce on grounds of cruel 
treatment. : 

Meanwhile the recreant wife and her partner 
in guilt, finding themselves free to marry, did 
so und moved to Chicago. There the gallant 
tailor became so violent that he had to be 
placed ina lunatic asylum by his wife, who 
thereafter returned to Brooklyn. Meeting her 
tirst husband again after the divorce obtained 
by his second wife the old flame was renewed 
and they were remarried. Here was a series 
of matrimonial experiments conducted under 
the existing divorce laws, but which would be 
presumably more frequent under laws still 
more favorable to the easy dissolution of mar- 
nage ties. It cannot be said that their results 
were encouraging or that they had an elevating 
effect on the chief participants in them.

BEING DEAD, HE YET SPEAKETH. 


What Old Zach Chandler Thought About 
Stump-Tail Silver Money. 

The silver question which eonfronts the peo- 
ple today is not by any means a new one. 
Twelve years ago, in the last speech of his life, 
Zachariah Chandler presented the case with a 
force and brevity that cannot be excelled. 
The Warner bill for the free coinage of silver 
had just been defeated in the Senate by a ma- 
jority vote of one, every Republican having 
voted against the bill and all but four or five 
of the Democrats having voted for it. This 
is what Senator Chandler had to say on the 
subject: : 

Today the laboring man can take gold or silver 


or paper, as he chooses, for his day's labor. I am 
in favor of the dual standard. Iam in favor of 


the silver dollar with 100 cents in it. I am in favor 
of an honest dollar anywhere you can find it, and 
I stand by an honest dollar. The paper dollar 
costs nothing; a silver dollar costs the govern- 
ment 5 [now 76] cents. Now the very moment 
you commence issuing certificates of deposits free- 
y to every man having silver bullion you banish 
goid from your circulating medium and make it 
an article of traffic and noth else ; you 
have but a single standard and a depreciated 


standard. 

here is now paid out in these United States 
every day for labor alone $4,000,000. By compelling 
the substitution of the silver dollar alone you 
swindle the 8 out of $600,000 [now nearly 
$1,000,000] a day. The laboring-man who receives a 
dollar gets but 8 cents. The man who receives 
$10 a week gets $.50—no more. The farmer 
who sells a horse, or the man who sells a load 
of lumber, or a load of wheat, or anything else 
amounting to $100, receives $85 and no more. You 
have but one single standard, and that the siv- 
ver standard, which, having banished gold, is 
worth precisely the metal there is in it. Who is 
benefited by this substitution? Why, not a liv- 
ing mortal is benefited by it except the bullion 
owner and the bullion speculator. I do not 
charge these men witn being bribed to pass tnat 
law, because I have no proof of it; but I do say 
that the bullion owners and the bullion specu- 
lators can afford to pay wy ag ow in bullion for 
the privilege of swindling the laboring men of the 
country out of 15 per cent of all their earnings. 


The only change which the years have 
brought about is the further depreciation of 
silver, which tends to intensify all that Mr. 
Chandler said. If there was reason for fight- 
ing free coinage in 1879, when the silver was 
worth 88 cents to the dollar, how much more 
need is there to fight it now when the value 
has dropped to 76 cents! Added years have 
simply increased the swindle proposed by free 
coinage.— T.

Senator Sherman's Speech. 

I propose on is occasion to contine myself 
mainly toa frank and homely discussion of the 
money question as the most pressing, not that the 
tariff question is not equally important, but for 
the reason that I can only do one thing at a time, 
and the money question is a newer one, is now be- 
fore us, upon which Republicans and Democrats 
alike are somewhat divided. I wish to appeal to 
the reason and common sense of the people who 
hear me, for that is said to de the highest wisdom. 
Every one of you must feel the importance of 
money, what kind of money you receive for all 
your labor and productions, what is its purchas- 
ing power. Will it vary in value, is it good? The 
women as well as the men are interested in it. 

Now, you all know that the money in circula- 
tion in the United States—all of it—is good, as 
good as gold. It will pass everywhere and buy 
as much as the same amount of any other 
money in the world. Our money is of man 
kinds—gold, silver, nickel, and copper are a 
coined into money. Then we have United 
States notes, or greenbacks, . gold certificates 
silver certificates, Treasury notes, and national 

notes. But the virtue of all these man 
they are all good. 


h as much 
as the gold in the gold dollar. The nickel in 
that’ coin is worth but a small part of five cents’ 
worth of silver. And the copper in the cent is 
not worth one-fifth of the nickel in a five-cént 
piece. How then, you may ask me, can these 
coins be made equal to each other? The answer 
is that coinage is a government monopoly, and 
though the copper in 5 cents is not worth a nickel, 
and the nickel in twenty pieces is not worth a 
silver dollar, and the silver in sixteen dollars is 
not worth sixteen dollars in gold, yet, as the gov- 
ernmeut coins them, and receives them, and 
maintains them at par with gold coin, they are 
for all purposes, money equal to each other, and 
wherever they go, even into countries, 
they are received and paid out as equivalents.

Manufacturers’ Side of the Sweater System. 
CMA, Aug. 27.— [Editor of The Tribune. 
Much has been said during the last few weeks 
concerning the condition of the working people 
engaged in the manufacture of clothing and 
cloaks, dnd, with rare exceptions, the daily pa- 
perce have published only one side of the question. 
he information which has been vouchsafed them 
has come mostly trom professional labor agitat- 
ors and should have been taken with many grains 
of allowance. It seems, however, that everythi 
has been stated to them has been publishe 
as demonstrated facts. and the manufacturers 
have therefore received scant justice. . 
It is not true that there is any widespread dis- 
satisfaction among the operatives themselves. It 
is simply the old complaint of walking delegates

in our work-room there are employed fully four 
girls to one man, and the former in many in- 
stances earn more than the latter. It is 22 
question of expertness. To illustrate further: We 
have r a shop in a loft adjoin- 
ing our own building which is being managed by 
a number of contractogs, or so-called sweaters,”’ 
who discontinued theirown shops several weeks 
ago on account ofa strike, and the pay-roll of 
this shop for the same period was $391.50. There 
were employed fifty-nine operatives; the average, 
as you see, is over $6.50; the lowest wages 
paid to any one was $1.75 for three days’ work, 
the next lowest $1.80 for two days’ work—these 
being new hands entirely strange to the cloak- 
making trade. It must be remembered that this 
is a new shop, that 90 per cent of the hands are 
new and inexperienced and are doing only the 
least important portions of the work, that many 
of them did not work the entire week, as new 
girls are starting daily and whether they work 
one, two, or three days their names appear on the 
pay-roll at the expiration of the week, and of 
course this greatly reduces the average. 

During many years’ experience | have never 
known a contractor who had amassed any consid- 
erable sum of money. The majority of them make 
no more than fair 3 and most of them do 
not earn as much as would have to be paid to

t four or five weeks ago fifty-two operatives, 
all of them Russian Jews, employed by various 
contractors, went out on a strike which led to 
the establishment of the shop above mentioned. 
These people were among the best paid in the 
trade, their earn running from $20 to $35 per 
week for more t ten months in the year. 

ost of these people are ready and anxious to 
work, but are prevented from doing so by threats 
and intimidati.m. Several of the ringleaders of 
the strike attacked two of our operatives a week 
ago, and ata fil, before Justice 
ville were held in bonds of $1,000. The two 

men attacked were severely injured and have 
been nnable to leave their rooms since the affray. 

In our shops we employ a great many intelli- 
gent girls of American birth, who prefer to work 
at cloakmaking to acting as saleswomen in any 

the large stores, as it is more profitable to 
them. We have no trouble whatever with this 
class of help. There are now in our employ girls 
who have been working for us steadily for the 
last ten years, It is only tne foreign element, com- 
of the lowest kind of Russian Anarchists, 
that is creating all the trouble and newspaper 
talk.

Some of the Chicago bankers are not inclined 
to believe the story that the stock of gold in the 
Treasury at Washington has been increased 
about $12,000,000 recently by the requirement that 
in ‘order for Western banks to take advantage of 
the 150 government rate for shipping money from 
New York to Chicago their correspondents in the 
East must deposit gold at the Treasury. It is 
claimed that for various reasons few banks take 
advantage of the government rate, and, further, 
that no such large amount as $12,000,000 has been 
sent West lately. Vice-President Symonds of the 
First National Bank, however, says that the state- 
ment is not at all improbable. Most of the large 
banks in the West, he says, take advantage of 
the government rate of lic for shipping money, 
and as the money reaches its destination 
just as quickly 2 if shipped by 
the express companies the saving of 60c 
per thousand dollars is a very important matter. 
Many of the smaller banks, however, are not in 
a position to take advantage of the government 
rate, and their demands make the market for 
the New York Exchange. Yesterday exchange 
in New York opened at 80c discount, 50 below the 
money-shipping point, but later in the day the 
rate strengthened to Wc discount. Rates for 
money were firm on the basis of 6 per cent, with 
some loans at even higher rates. The movement 
of currency into the country is still increasing, 
and is only partially offset by returns of currency 
from various sources. 

Sterling exshange opened rather firm, but 
later weakened under very free offerings of bills. 
Demand exchange dropped to within about a 
point of the gold import figure.
